Timetable For 
Martin Branch

"A timetable fur expansion of courses at the Martin 
Hrancli of The University of Tennessee was adopted yester¬ 
day by the Hoard of Trustees. 

“Funds to provide for such an expansion were included in 
the report of UT President ('. K. Hrelim for all UT activ ities. 
He proposed an increase of #l,Shd,dOO for annual operating 
expenses and a $20,000,000 five-year building program 'to 
meet skyrocketing enrollments and other very critical prob¬ 
lems.’ 

“The Martin expansion program, received from a special 
committee headed by Sam .1. McAUester, provided for extend¬ 
ing the teacher training program from two to four years 
‘immediately or as soon as practicable, possibly next June or 
September.’ 

“Expansion also was recommended tit Martin in certain 
fields of business administration and liberal arts.
